SUGGESTS A 
CONFERENCE. 


London, Yesterday. 
The use of silver as o saviour 
of the present world situation 
was urged by Sir Hugo Cunliffe 
Owen, at a luncheon of the Isling- 
ton Chamber of Commerce. 
Not only could it help out the 
declining supply of gold, but by 
recovering its value could once 
more set trade in the East in 
action. 
Sir Hugo Cunliffe Owen point- 
ed out that half the world, in- 
eluding. the enovmously populat- 
ed: Chinese Republic, had _ silver 
as the basis of value. On the 
contrary, the western. world had 
gold as a standard, and the 
march of events due to the ac- 
tion of the western world had de- 
preeiated silver from its earlier 
value. This had.been done to 
such an extent that half the 
world, using silver, found its 
cost inereasingly expensive. 
The effect of this had been 
that the western world had 
wiped out half its customers.

Last Saturday’s Trial mateh at 
the 11.K.C.C. must have proved dis- 
appointing to both the selectors and 
to-a large percentage of the players 
who. participated.’

We all realise, and it is unneces-

form the entire field of science, In 
this second and greater renaissance 
of the human spirit this Associa- 
tion and its members have borne a 
foremost part; ‘to which it would 
be impossible for me to do justice 
to-night. . : 
“JT shall therefore not attempt te 
review the achievements of this 
century of science, but shall con- 
tent myself with the simpler under- 


posite impressivn of. the present 
situation in, scienee. The honour 
of presiding over this historic meet 
ing. which was not of my seeking, 
uhd for which [ was chosen on 
olher than my personal 
morits, is indevd an’ almost” over- 
whelming one, and I confidently ap- 
peal for yonrindulgence in the dif- 
foul task whieh awaits me to- 


point.

The question ig not without its 
interest. For our world is closely 


connected with our sense of ultim- 


ate values, our reading of the rid- 
We of the universe,’ and. of the 
meaning of life and of human des- 
tiny. Our scientific world picture 
will draw its material from all the 
sciences. Among these, physical 
selence will—in view of its revolu- 
tionary discoveries in recent years 
—hbe a most Important source. 
How Science Began. 

But no less important will be the 
contribution of the biological 
sciences with their clear revelation 
of organie evolution. | And last, 
not least, the social - and» mental 
sciences will not enly supply valu- 
able material, but. > especially 
methods of interpretation, insights 
into meanings and values, without 


whieh the perspectives of our world 


picture would be hopelessly wrotig. 

Can we from reunion or sympo- 
sium of:these sciences obtain .a 
world picture or synoptic view of 
the ‘universe, based on observation 
and calculation, which are the ins- 
truments uf svience, but reaching 
beyond the particular phenomena 
which are its immediate field to a 
conception of the universe us a8 
whole? " 

That was how, science began—in 
the attempt to find sume simple 
substinees or elements to which the 
complex world of phenomena could 
in the last analysis‘ advance in the 
methods over. which we now look 
back, with its wonderful advance in’ 
dhe methods of technique of exact 
observation, has been a period of 
specialisution or: decentralisation. 
Have we now reached ‘a point 
where aclence can again become 
universal: in its ultimate oullook?

Speaking -generally, we may say’

How has science 
dealt’ with ‘this common-sense em- 
pirical world view? The funda: 
mental procedure of science has 
been tu‘rely on sense. observation 
and to base theory on fact. Thus 
the vast body of ‘exact science 


arose, and all entities were discard. . 


ed which were either inconsistent 
with olverved facts, or unnecessary 
‘or thelr strict interpretation. 

The atomic view of matter was 
estublished. ther was given a 
status in physical order, which is 
now being questioned in the light 
of. the conception of space-time. 


New, entities like energy emerged; - 


old entities Hike forces disappeared; - 
the principle of the uniformity of 
nature was established; the laws of 
niolion, af conservation, and of 


électro-magnetiam: were formulated; ' 
ine : "venergy as but definite measurable 


conditions of curvature in. the! 
structure of space-time. Assuming 
ithat electro-magnetism will even-' 
Itually follow the fate of  gravita- 
lion, we may gay that space-time ! 
will then appear as the scientific 
‘concept for the only physical’ 
reality in the universe; and that 
“matter and energy in all their 
forms will have disappeared as in-' 
dependent entities, and will have 
jbecome mere configurations of this 
:kpace-time. , : 
; The Quantum Theory. 
; This will probably involve an 
jumplified concept of space-time. 
‘Einstein’ has recently predicted 
that for further advance a modifi- 
:¢cation in our space-time concept 
will become necessary, and that the 
additional element of direction 
will have te be incorporated into 
it. Whatever change may become 
iNecezsary in cur space-time con- 
cept, there can be no doubt about 
the immense posslbilities it ‘has 
opened up. : 
T pass on to an even more revolu- 
tionary advance of physics. The 
space-time world, ‘however novel, 


and on their basis a closed mechan: 
istic. order of nature was construet- 
ed; forming a rigid deterministic 
scheme, 

In this seheine it has been difll- 
cult, if nut impossible, to fit entities 
like life and mind; and the scien- 
tific attitude hag on the whole been 
to put them to a suspense account 
and to await developments. As to 
the supernatural, science is or has 
been agnostic, if not frankly seep- 
tical. Such, in very general terms, 
was the scientific outlook of the 
nineteenth century, which has-not 
yet completely passed away. It 
will -be noticed that much of the 
fundamental outlook of common 
sense has thus survived though 
elarified and purified by a closer 
accord with facts. ;

“The .beau ideal of .a Green- 
wich pensioner,” as the Nelson 
statue has been somewhat irre- 
verently called, has been so cffec- 
tually skyed that ‘the aged 
gentleman (R.N., rtd.) wauld be 
forced to execute intricate para- 
chute manoeuvres ‘in order to 
examine the efligy of his hero at 
leisure. 


How curiously British that we. 
should place our memorial to our 
greatest sailor in a place where 
no man can possibly see him. 

Still more curious that: although 
all Britain rang with the glamour 
of his great victory over the 
French | upon the 21st of October 
in the ‘year eighteen hundred and. 
five, she took the best part of 
thirty-five years after that to 
seal her homage and approval 
with the giant monument which 
bears his illustrious name. 

But although’ he is placed 
ubove our scrutiny, he at least 
dominates the centre of the capi- 
tal of the country for whicl: he 
fought and died, And, by one 
of our little London ironies, the 
Red Flag is allowed, even -encour- 
aged, to wave at his feet, and on 
the plinth at the base of his 
column orators - savagely. de- 
nounce . institutions . which he |* 
loved and served. 


Erection ‘Compelled in 1847, 
Tt was not until 1843 that the 


nation’s tardy generosity raised 


the great landmark, and the erec- 
tion was . not completed until 
1847. The square pedestal, be- 
tween the plinth and the. column, 
is thirty-six feet in height and
